Since the demise of Nicholas, we

are dor aware that the death of any
prominent man has been the occasion

of rejoicing by any nation, govern-

ment or people. We have, however;

been' 'apprised of a circumstance
which recently occurred at the capi-

tal 'of the empire of Ruffians, , that
bears strong resemblance to the Eng-

lish "denjohstrations of joy at the
news of the Czar's death. It differs

only 'in 'one slight particular; the
English demonstrations were pure,
wholesome, heartfelt, patriotic, ema
nations from hearts of unbounded
gratefulness, founded on news of re-

ality; those of the subjects of the Ruf-fian-a

capital were counterfeit, rotten,
insincere, domonish, belchings and
retchings from stomachs of men rev
elling in domoniacal orgies and ex- -

hibitions qf things dictated by the
cloven-foote- d monarch, and were
founded on newe' of "hi reality. Tbe
English ctcmonstratione were mature;
those of tho Ruffian capital subjects,
premature, Tho English adhered

strictly to the policy, of H First be
sure you're right, then go ahead ;"
